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SCHOOL IMPROVEMENTS 

Ross Ford 
improvements 
uncertain say 
trustees

Chinook's Edge School Board members are not 
holding their breath about funding for upgrades that 
need to be made to Ross Ford Elementary school. 

Chinook's Edge received $100,000 for schematic 
design, definition of project scope and to budget for 
the facility audit upgrading and that plan has been 
sent to the province. But the fact that the province 
has been less than eager to hand out money lately 
and that the cost of the project is higher than what 
the provincial government is expected to spend on 
the school left trustees wondering if it could really be 
paid for. 

The Chinook's Edge Board of Education carried a 
motion to approve the schematic design, definition of 
the project scope and budget for the facility audit up¬ 
grading of Ross Ford Elementary as prepared by Gibbs 
Gage Architects for Chinook's Edge School Division 
to go forward for Alberta Infrastructure approval. 

Trustee Stuart Little said he was in conversation 
with Ty Lund where he learned that there is not a lot 
of money out there. Some projects that had been ap¬ 
proved were later put on hold by the province as 
budget cuts were made. 

The Ross Ford modernization received an audit 
score, used to assess the urgency of upgrade, of 970 
points which was third on the help list by the prov¬ 
ince, according to Chinook's Edge. The schematic de¬ 
sign would add six new classrooms to the school uti¬ 
lizing open space which is currently being used to 
teach children in an open-area concept. 

Walls would be added to the library and music room 
making them more appropriate for use in the build¬ 
ing. The existing administration area would be 
changed under the designs giving staff a better view 
of the entrances and therefore improving security at 
the school. 

Barrier-free washrooms would be added as would 
more lockers and storage space. Chalkboards would 
be replaced with whiteboards. The plans also include 
upgrades to the sprinkler, heating and ventilation 
systems. Exterior changes would include site work 
including adding curb drops to the sidewalks, expand¬ 
ing the parking lot. The building needs to be re-roofed 
and brickwork completed to fix water damage. 
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Town offering free dog registration

The Town of Didsbury 
is offering free dog tags 
to local pet owners until 
the end of the month in 
an attempt to have more 
registered dogs in Town. 

Typically in the past 
the Town has given away 
tags free the month of 
January. But because the 
tags arrived late this 
year, the deadline was 
extended until the end of 
this month. 


Didsbury Bylaw officer 
Greg Hnatiuk said the 
initiative in giving away 
free tags has resulted in 
more dogs with tags 
which has made his job 
easier. 

Dogs without tags are 
sent to Red Deer which 
can be a headache for 
owners and Hnatiuk, 
who said looking for own¬ 
ers when a dog is with¬ 
out a tag is almost impos¬ 
sible. 

Owners with a dog 


running at large are al¬ 
ready subject to a fine. 
Without a licence adds 
$75. And if a dog goes to 
Red Deer another charge 
can be levied. 

The success of the 
Town program is reflec¬ 
tive in the number of dogs 
that are now registered. 

The year before the 
Town decided to give 
away free licences 174 
were sold. 

Last year 315 tags were 
given away and over 250 


have been given away so 
far. 

Also Hnatiuk said lots 
of dogs went to Red Deer 
the year before the free 
tags were introduced. The 
first year they were given 
away for free only three 
dogs were sent north. 

Hnatiuk reminds dog 
owners that dogs can be 
licenced all year long and 
if the deadline passes for 
free tags, that dog own¬ 
ers should register their 
animals anyway.

class time. Everyone else who 
wants a raise has to earn it." 

She was also disappointed 
that it was the students that 
had taken the initiative to get 
their point out. She wished that 
more people were enthusiastic 
about the strike coming to an 
end.During a break in the meet¬ 
ing three of the students sat 
down with School Board Chair 
Roy Brassard to ask questions 
about the school board budget 
and about what will happen to 
them if the strike continues for 
a long period of time. 

"Strikes are something that 
nobody wants," said Brassard, 
adding that students in Grades 
11 and 12 are likely to feel the 
most pain because of the strike. 
"We are very concerned about 
what is happening," he said. 

At the end of the meeting 
Brassard credited the students 
with making an effort to get in¬ 
formation about the strike and 
voicing their displeasure about 
the process. 

"I applaud them for coming 
forward and asking the ques¬ 
tions they did," he said.

Students expressed their dis- 
pleasure about the current 
teacher's strike during last 
week's Chinook's Edge School 
Board meeting as they stood 
holding signs with various slo¬ 
gans for passers-by to see in 
Innisfail. 

"You knew what the job paid 
when you took it" was the mes¬ 
sage of one sign while another 
questioned if students could 
learn how to resolve conflict by 
watching current local nego¬ 
tiations. 

Eleven students in total 
from Sylvan Lake and Innisfail 
took part in the demonstration 
which started at 10:30 a.m. 
and dispersed at about 3:30 
p.m. 

"Some of us have college 
plans," said Jason Power, a 17- 
year-old Grade 12 student from 
H.J. Cody of Sylvan Lake. 

Power said he was disap¬ 
pointed with both sides for not 
being able to reach a consen¬ 
sus and was adamant about the 
fact that teachers should only 
get more money if they are 
more effective in the class¬ 
room. 

"I think some teachers come 
to the school just to get their 
paycheck. A lot of the time our 
teacher will talk to us for ten 
minutes then pass out work 
sheets to take up the rest of the 
time. 

"They say they want to be 
up there with nurses who do 
shift work but I would like to 
see more effort." 

Danielle Larocque, a 17- 
year-old high school student 
from Innsifail said she has been 
frustrated by the teachers 
strike and that she is worried 
her plans for after graduation 
will be affected by the strike. 

She also believed that teach¬ 
ers shouldn't be asking for a 
raise at a time like this. 

"If they want a raise they 
should earn it by offering more

For the first time in more 
than two weeks, teachers 
were at the front of a class¬ 
room - only this time their 
students were a group of in¬ 
formation-hungry parents 
and colleagues. 

Six members of the local Al¬ 
berta Teachers' Association 
#17 (ATA) negotiating com¬ 
mittee explained their side of 
the strike that has become a 
nasty game of he said, she 
said. 

"We want to help you un¬ 
derstand what is right and 
correct," said Terry Leslie, 
teacher, principal and spokes¬ 
person for the meeting. 

"Brassard's (Roy Brassard, 
chair of the Chinook's Edge 
Board) letter provided their 
side of the story, and this 
meeting is to provide our 
side," explained Leslie, who 
went on to dispute numerous 
statements made by Brassard, 
in a letter which was sent to 
parents and media. 

Points disputed were mon¬ 
etary, teacher/student ratios 
and the proper usage of the 
school board's budget surplus. 

According to Leslie, school 
boards should not carry a sur¬ 
plus, they should spend what 
they are given. 

He said the province isn't 
expecting boards to hold over 
money for the next school 
year. 

The Board has $4.5 million 
in surplus and it would cost 
$2.8 million, this year, to set¬ 
tle, said Leslie. 

"Isn’t it their job to spend 
the money given to them... 
and for them to not spend it, 
in my opinion, isn't good 
logic," he said. 

Gary Spornitz, ATA #17 
negotiating committee, said 
the board negotiated for nine 
months without putting an 
offer on the table. 

Bob Worsfold went on to 
explain what happened at the 
Jan. 31 negotiation. 

He said the ATA brought a

three page document to the 
table that would have ulti¬ 
mately avoided the strike had 
it been agreed to. He main¬ 
tains teachers asked for a 13 
per cent phased in raise (not 
the 19 per cent as Brassard's 
letter outlined), a 17 to one 
teacher/student ratio for 
Grades K to 3 (not the K to 
12 as he said the letter 
stated). 

The board countered with 
a 80 page document, their 
first offer ever brought to ne¬ 
gotiations, knowing it would 
be unacceptable. 

"They offered four per cent 
with no retroactive pay, even 
though they have held on to 
provincial money since the 
beginning of this year (spe¬ 
cifically for teachers’ sala¬ 
ries)," said Worsfold. 

"I am a parent, an angry 
parent. In my opinion, this 
board has betrayed my son," 
said Leslie. "My trustees have 
lost my trust, admiration and 
my vote." 


He urged people to call 
their Trustees, MLAs and the 
Learning Minister. 

"The bar has been set and 
the board is going to wait 
until they hear from you be¬ 
fore they act," he said. 

Worsfold summed up all 
their problems, between 
teachers and this board, to 
stem from the boards insist¬ 
ence to include representation 
from the Alberta School Board 
Association (ASBA). 

He said the three boards 
who have already settled 
chose to not bring in the 
ASBA. 

He said the fact that the 
board's chair, their spokes¬ 
person, isn't involved in ne¬ 
gotiations, is also a key issue. 

"Roy didn’t even know we 
offered 13 per cent. There is 
a lack of communication be¬ 
tween the chair and the ne¬ 
gotiating committee." 

He said teachers were the 
only government sector em¬ 
ployees not to receive a dou¬ 


ble digit increase which boils 
down to being a gender issue. 

He explained: teachers are 
thought to be predominantly 
women and the province is 
paying their profession ac¬ 
cording to that prejudice. 

Parents interjected when 
comparisons to nurses and 
gender were raised. 

"Do you work weekends? 
called out one mother of a 
Grade 12 student. 

Aren't nurses (who received 
a 20 per cent increase) pre¬ 
dominantly female? asked 
another parent, after the 
meeting. 

Will you be able to go back 
after all is said and done? 

"Yes I can," answered 
Leslie. "Chinook's Edge is a 
great place to work. We all 
have disagreements in our 
families and we work them 
out." 

What will teachers do to 
make up the time? 

Teachers don't plan to re¬ 
schedule the school year. 


Dieter Brandt, ATA #17, 
said, "if there is any silver lin¬ 
ing to this, it is in the time of 
the dispute." 

He explained, 20 per cent 
of any course is given for ex¬ 
tras such as hands on learn¬ 
ing projects (field trips, labs 
and the little extras). 

If this strike ends before 20 
per cent of the semester is 
lost, students will still be able 
to complete the courses, he 
said. 

"Trust your teachers," said 
Brandt to parents, "they will 
get your children through 
this.” 

Leslie concluded the meet¬ 
ing by urging parents to call 
their government representa¬ 
tives to insist they put an end 
to this strike. 

"They are going to base 
their decisions on how many 
calls they get. Call your MLA 
and say, we want you to re¬ 
solve it. Tell them you want 
your kids in school on Mon¬ 
day!"

Board Chair Roy Brassard stands by his letter to parents

Chinook’s Edge school Board Trustees responded 
to teachers’ allegations of providing misinformation 
and lack of communication. 

At a series of town hall meetings held last week, 
in Innisfail and Olds, teachers disputed facts pre¬ 
sented in a letter written by Roy Brassard, Chinook's 
Edge board chair. 

Brassard stated, at the regular board meeting, 
there was no basis to Bob Worsfold’s accusation of 
lack of communication between himself and the 
board’s negotiating committee. 

Worsfold accused Brassard of being misinformed 
and “out of the loop”, when it came to teacher nego¬ 
tiations, during a town hall meeting in Olds hosted 
by teachers Feb. 12. 

"We have a negotiating committee to negotiate, 
that is what they do and they keep me informed of 
any developments,” said Brassard. He said the ne¬ 
gotiating committee is in possession of confidential 
documents and they should never assume the role of 
spokesperson as to avoid accidental release of confi¬ 
dential information.

up of three trustees, Jackie Swainson. ward 1, Penny 
Archibald, ward 4 and Doug Campbell, ward 3. 
Swainson said the 13 per cent offer teachers referred 
to at their town hall, was privileged information and 
was not on the table when the Jan. 31 meeting was 
concluded. 

“I asked them (ATA #17 negotiating committee) 
three times, at the Jan. 31 meeting, is this (a 19 per 
cent increase in salary) your public position? 

They answered “Yes,” said Swainson, with full 
agreement from Archibald and Campbell. 

The offer from the board for a four per cent in¬ 


crease in salary was merely a bargaining tool, said 
Brassard. 

“That is how negotiations are conducted,” he said, 
adding, both sides put offers on the table and those 
offers are negotiated - that is how it works. 

When asked if the recent “war of words” will af¬ 
fect the relationship between the board and the teach¬ 
ers' union, Swainson answered: “There is no ques¬ 
tion something like this will affect the background 
relationship.” 

When asked how this much time away from the 
classroom will affect students, Campbell answered: 
“Collectively for a group of students to miss this 
much class time is a lot different from one student 
being absent while the class continues to move for¬ 
ward.” 

He said with all students missing the same 
amount of time, it will be easier for them to catch up 
as a group. 

Brassard said for the board and teachers to throw 
insults back and forth would be a waste of time and 
they refuse to negotiate with teachers through the 
media. 

"I am not prepared to get into the negotiations, 
at this point, what he said/she said is irrelevant.”

Will Premier Klein keep his 
promise to taxpayers? 


"'The only way taxes are go¬ 
ing in this province is down," 
promised Premier Klein before 
his 2001 re-election. 

But now Klein claims that 
increasing health care premi¬ 
ums is a "no brainer." 

Both Klein and Health Min¬ 
ister Gary Mar said last week 
that health care premiums 
would go up as much as 407L 
For a family, that would mean 
paying $1142 per year instead 
of the current $816 per year. In¬ 
dividuals would pay $571 per 
year instead of $408. 

Health care premiums are a 
tax because they are manda¬ 
tory, not voluntary. The gov¬ 
ernment takes money (a levy, 
premium, tax or fee) from peo¬ 
ple who have earned it, and the 
government spends that 
money. 

Those who claim health care 
premiums are not a tax should 
try not paying, and see what 
happens. 

Eventually - it may take a 
few years - the government will 
seize your car, put a lien on 
your property, and take other 
enforcement measures, as with 
any other unpaid taxes. 

It s a myth that "health care 
premiums pay for health care." 
In fact, health care premiums 
go into general revenues, just 


like taxes on income, business, 
property, fuel, alcohol, tobacco, 
VLTs, etc. Albertans pay $670 
million in health care premi¬ 
ums into general revenues, out 
of which the government then 
funds the $6.4 billion health 
budget. 

Raising premiums would 
break a clear promise. Raising 
premiums would also defeat the 
whole purpose of the 
Mazankowski report. The Pre¬ 
mier's Advisory Council on 
Health was created in August 
of 2000 to look at ways to im¬ 
prove the health care system - 
not throw more money at it. 

More tax dollars is the last 
thing this high-spending gov¬ 
ernment needs. Alberta's spend¬ 
ing on programs, per person, 
is 21^ higher than the Cana¬ 
dian provincial average. The 
Alberta government is swim¬ 
ming in taxpayers’ money, and 
doesn't need another penny. 

If health care premiums were 
channeled into medical savings 
accounts, and if increases to 
premiums were matched dollar- 
for-dollar with cuts to personal 
income tax or other taxes, we 
would be moving towards 
greater efficiency and account¬ 
ability. 

But increasing taxes does 
nothing to improve the health 


care system. It’s a shame that 
the good recommendations in 
the Mazankowski report are 
being used as a smoke screen 
for a tax grab, to pay for Klein's 
massive spending increases in 
the past five years. 

Premier Klein has three 
choices. He can honour his 
promise to taxpayers by keep¬ 
ing health care premiums at 
their current levels. Or he can 
honour his promise by increas¬ 
ing health care premiums and 
cutting personal income tax by 
the same amount. Or he can 
break his promise to Albertans 
by raising premiums without 
cutting personal income tax. 

The Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation has launched a pe¬ 
tition campaign calling on Pre¬ 
mier Klein to honour his prom¬ 
ise that "the only way taxes are 
going in this province is down." 
Signed petitions will be pre¬ 
sented to Premier Klein when 
the Legislature reconvenes on 
February 26.

There has been a lot of loose talk recently about Canada 
sharing a “common currency” with the United States. 

“Common currency” really means that Canada would aban¬ 
don the loonie and take on the American greenback. (You 
didn't think that the Americans would change over to Cana¬ 
dian dollars, did you?) 

Ultimately, of course, this would mean that the chair of 
the Federal Reserve in Washington, D.C. would call the shots 
on the Canadian economy.

In 1991, Argentina pegged its currency, the peso, to the 
American dollar and that’s why, right now, thousands of peo¬ 
ple who have lost their money and their jobs are marching 
through Buenos Aires banging on cooking pots and breaking 
windows. 

A “common currency” would probably be a great idea for 
transnational corporations, but it wouldn’t be so good for an 
unemployed Canadian worker who hasn’t even got a pot to 
pound on or a window to throw it at.

Local companies should have 
been used for Town contract 


RE: Tree Removal and 
Safety Maintenance Contract 
Dear Sir and Her Worship, 
Mayor Moore, 

I am writing to inform you 
of my acute disappointment in 
not being chosen as the con¬ 
tractor in the above noted 
project in West Hills Park. 
Even though my company’s 
bid was competitive, I was 
told I was not being selected 
as the winning bid. 

This was because the win¬ 
ning bid, from a large Ameri¬ 
can owned tree service com¬ 
pany, the largest, oldest tree 
company in the world, owned 
all its own equipment and was 
more experienced in providing 
the type of work, in this case 
stump treatment, only a small 
component of the contract. 

The equipment that my 
company does not own which 
was to be supplied by another 
Didsbury contractor was an 
aerial lift. 

In effect, what the Opera¬ 
tional Services committee has 
done with their decision is 
choose to do business with a 
multi-national corporation at 
the expense of not one but two 
local companies. 

If the ultimate criterion for 
the decision in this case was 
safety surrounding the use of 
stump treatment chemicals, 
why choose to: 

1. Use this method at all. 


Poplars tend to sucker freely 
after a tree is removed only 
for a period of time. After one 
or two seasons of mowing, 
root systems eventually 
starve and roots rot away, 
especially after the stump has 
been ground out. 

Use of stump treatment 
chemicals endangers all sur¬ 
rounding trees, both on pub¬ 
lic and private property due 
to root grafting and chemical 
translocation. 

Stump treatment chemicals 
are frequently mixed with die¬ 
sel fuel. 

Treating stumps with this 
toxic cocktail is just like 
pouring poison and hydrocar¬ 
bons directly into the soil. Is 
this the responsible method of 
dealing with unwanted trees 
in public places, especially a 
park frequented and enjoyed 
almost exclusively by chil¬ 
dren?? 

2. Include stump treat¬ 
ment, a service rendered by 
qualified government licensed 
applicators for usually 
around $20 - $30 per stump, 
as the decisive factor in a con¬ 
tract worth more than ten 
times as much. 

Would it not make more 
sense, especially if bids were 
competitive, to ask that this 
service be separated out from 
the remainder of the contract, 
if one is still bent on killing 


stumps before they are re¬ 
moved anyway? 

3. Ultimately, one must 
wonder exactly why it is that 
this Council, elected on a plat¬ 
form of supporting local busi¬ 
nesses, allows its administra¬ 
tion to continue to make de¬ 
cisions that harm the liveli¬ 
hoods of local business peo¬ 
ple. 

4. Say in a Request For 
Proposal that any considera¬ 
tion at all will be given to the 
“Availability of the bidder’s 
representative to call upon 
and consult with the Town of 
Didsbury”. 

Will the winning bidder 
now volunteer his time to 
spend one or two years on 
Didsbury’s Environmental 
Advisory Board, donate trees 
for Arbor Day, spend time 
with school kids handing out 
Arbor Day seedlings and vol¬ 
unteer to chip for free, all the 
Town’s Christmas Trees and 
decorations? 

When I first heard about 
this work being done in our 
community, it was not even 
sent out to tender. Now that 
it has, nothing has changed. 
What a pointless waste of 
taxpayer’s hard earned 
money.

Thieves steal 
$28,000 in stamps 
in daring heist

Didsbury RCMP are investigating a break-in at the post office 
where thieves came away with over $30,000 worth of merchan¬ 
dise including $28,000 worth of stamps. 

Post office employees arrived at work Wednesday morning only 
to find that their work place had been visited in the night by 
crooks. 

According to RCMP Staff Sergeant Ron Platz, thieves entered 
the building at approximately 3 a.m. through the main doors. 
From there they knocked a hole through the brick wall big enough 
to crawl through and into the main area where valuables are 
kept. 

The thieves stole $750 cash, $3,000 in phone cards and $800 in 
collector coins along with the stamps. 

“We are thinking that probably two or three people were in¬ 
volved in this,” said Platz. 

Platz said he didn’t believe the crooks were local and that po¬ 
lice believe it may be connected to other recent post-office break- 
ins around the province. 

Similar break-ins have occured in Standard, Millet and Alex 
where the same types of items were stolen using similar methods. 

He added that anyone who had a background in breaking into 
post-offices would likely have no problem finding a way to the 
valuables. 

The post-office has no alarms and no witnesses saw the break- 
in. 

Local RCMP called in ‘specialized sections’ to help investigate 
the matter and are working with other detachments to try and 
come up with a common suspect. 

The post-office was shut down until noon but employees were 
back sorting mail in the afternoon. 

Platz said he didn’t think stamps could be traced the way money 
is and didn’t know what the criminals would do with such a 
large volume of the item.

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Premium hikes shouldn’t concern businesses, says Mar

Health care premium hikes recommended in the 
Premier’s Advisory Council on Health report - the so- 
called Mazankowski Report - should not overly con¬ 
cern businesses or individuals, according to Minister 
of Alberta Health and Wellness Gary Mar. 

Speaking at the Olds Chamber of Commerce’s An¬ 
nual General Meeting at the Evergreen Centre on Feb. 
13, Mar defended the controversial report, saying it 
represents a new ‘vision, innovation and partnership’ 
for the province. 

“The proposed higher cost of health premiums is a 
challenge for you as employers if your staff benefits 
include full or partial premium coverage,” said Mar. 

“Even with a 40 per cent increase, single premi¬ 
ums would be less than the cost of the average cable 
TV bill. Yes, it will cost more, but premiums help sup¬ 
port a public health system that provides the most 
advanced medical care anywhere in the country. Maybe 
we need to reassess how much we think we value our 
public health system when we measure it against the 
cost of a television cable bill. 

“In short, premiums are not the threat that some 
would have us believe.” 

The 44 recommendations in the Mazankowski re¬ 
port, including premium hikes, will be adopted by the 
province in the coming months. Premier Klein said. 

Although the province has not said how much the 
premiums will be raised, speculation is it could be be¬ 
tween 20 and 50 per cent. 

In an interview following the Olds’ speech, Mar 
would not say how much the premiums will rise nor 
when the increases can be expected. 

"I personally don’t support a 50 per cent increase, 
and I don't think that it would be that high,” he said. 

Critics call the Mazankowski report flawed and say 
it should be tabled. 

“The government is trying to convince Albertans 
that spending is again out of control. It is dangerous 
and deceptive games for this government to play,” said

“It’s time they stop misleading Albertans about 
health-care spending. The Mazankowski plan will take 
Medicare apart.” 

The New Democrat leader Raj Fannu says the pro¬ 
posed premium hikes and other recommendations in 
the report ‘will result in punishing fees on sick and 
injured Albertans and increase privatization’. 

During his Olds speech, Mar said Albertans should 
embrace the report’s recommendations, saying ‘the 
reality is, public health care is not free health care. It 
costs Albertans big money: $18 million a day, over 
$6.8 billion this year alone, more than a third of all 
government program spending’. 

“There is much here for Albertans to like: 90-day 
access to selected services, wait lists posted on the 
Internet, expanded and more convenient access to pri¬ 
mary health care,” said Mar. 

“There is much in this plan for business to like. 
There is a stronger emphasis on wellness that will 
improve employees’ health and should reduce sick leave 


over time.” 

The report provides greater opportunities for re¬ 
gions to contract more services from the not-for-profit 
and private sector. David Thompson (central Alberta 
health region that includes Olds and Sundre) is al¬ 
ready making effective use of partnership with pri¬ 
vate and not-for-profit providers in long-term care.” 

The Sunrise Village seniors complex in Olds is an 
example of such partnerships, he said. 

“Cost effectiveness is only one aspect we would look 
at,” Mar added following the meeting. “It’s an impor¬ 
tant one, but it’s not the only one. If we can get a 
better quality service at the same price, obviously that 
is what we would want to do.” 

Mar touched on a number of other topics during 
his speech, including planned hikes to tobacco taxes. 

“Higher tobacco taxes are expected to reduce de¬ 
mands, and that will concern some small retail busi¬ 
nesses who rely on tobacco sales as part of their prod¬ 
uct mix. But, if we really want to keep our public health 
system, these changes are needed.”

Didsbury. The concept of a one 
building school house was 
changed to consolidated 
schools with the separate class¬ 
rooms - the foundation for the 
system that is used today. 

Bob Clark was a major po¬ 
litical leader in the area and the 
Social Credit was going strong 
and represented the area. 

The original pool in Dids¬ 
bury was built in 1968. 

In the 1960’s Didsbury had 
a healthy business environment 
and housed many types of busi¬ 
nesses that are not around to¬ 
day. There was a pool hall, a 
theatre, a dentist, coal dealers 
and farm implement dealers. 

To stay a night at the Rose 
Bud Hotel would cost just $2 
per night but you would have 
to walk down the hall to use 
the washroom. 

And although the population 
was just 1,250, there were four 
doctors in Town - more than 
there are now even though the 
population has more than dou¬ 
bled. 

And many people in the area 
would have taken a trip to the 
World Expo held in Montreal. 

Weiss said part of the initia¬ 
tive at the museum is to expand 
so that the interests of new 
demographics in the area are 
satisfied. 

The local display was in¬ 
spired by a recent provincial dis¬ 
play on the 60’s established in 
Edmonton. 

The local museum organized 
a bus trip at the time to bring 
people to the area. 

"We have been learning more 
and more about the era as 
things have come in and peo¬ 
ple are telling us their stories." 


The Didsbury Museum is 
taking a step forward in time 
to promote some of the post¬ 
war history in our town 
through a new display. 

Didsbury in the 60’s is cur¬ 
rently on display in the main 
entrance of the museum featur¬ 
ing artifacts and literature of 
the 1960’s as they were in Dids¬ 
bury. 

Dale Weiss, president of the 
Didsbury and District Histori¬ 
cal Society, said that the local 
museum is striving to become 
something more than a pioneer 
museum, which seems to be the 
norm for most small towns. 

"As decades go by, history 
continues. The story continu¬ 
ally evolves and we want to ex¬ 
plore some post-war themes," 
said Weiss listing off the 60’s, 
70’s and 80’s as historical pe¬ 
riods. 

Tie-died shirts, old record 
players accompanied by compi¬ 
lations from the Beatles and 
the Rolling Stones, eight milli¬ 
metre cameras and television 
sets with "rabbit ears" are 
among some of the treasures 
already collected locally by the 
museum. 

Newspapers from the 60’s 
are also on display and put out 
for people to persue through. 

But organizers would like to 
see it grow even larger and are 
putting a call out to the com¬ 
munity to donate or loan some 
of their treasures. 

"We would be pleased to have 
everything from photos to sou¬ 
venirs," said Weiss. 

The 60’s in Didsbury were a 
time of progressive change in 
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Didsbury and District Historical Society President Dale Weiss flashes a peace sign beside the 60's 
display currently set up at the Didsbury Museum.

Along with most of the adults in North America I 
have become a big fan of Antiques Road Show. I am 
totally amazed at the variety of objects that people 
bring in for appraisal and I am delighted each time 
that some ordinary looking person finds that Great 
Granny's clock, rocking chair, painting or cloisonne 
compote bowl is worth a fortune. "Why, my sister was 
using it to feed her cats, and I said to her, 'Evelyn 
that used to belong to Grandma and I think I'll just 
wash it up.” Or someone brings in an original Dick¬ 
ens manuscript or a Michelangelo sketch and says, 
"It was at the bottom of a box of old books that my 
Dad bought in 1923. He paid fifty cents for the lot". 

"Why," I keep asking my husband, "didn’t someone 
in our family think to put away something rare and 
valuable?" "Where are the priceless treasures in this 
family?' "Why are you so cranky and difficult when I 
want to stop at Antique Stores? 

There are several reasons why we don't have much 
in the way of family treasures. First of all this is a 
very new and young part of the world and people 
traveling in covered wagons or on crowded Steam¬ 
ships were not likely to take up precious space with 
anything they didn't need. Not much point in bring¬ 
ing oil paintings when you don't even have walls to 
hang them on. If you had very limited space and had 
to choose between silver and china or seed and chick¬ 
ens, guess what got left behind. Great Grandfathers 
Mahogany Games Table would have ended up fueling 
a camp fire and I imagine a Red River Cart would 
have effectively reduced crystal and Limoges to sliv¬ 
ers and shards. 

Reason two is that even after our pioneer ances¬ 
tors were established and had walls most of them 
didn't have much disposable income. About the time 
they began to feel like they might build on a Living 
Room and buy a piano, the Depression struck and 
they needed every penny just to stay alive. Anything 
pretty and unnecessary had to be very cheap and the 
lovely, colorful, depression glass sugar bowl that costs 
sixty dollars today may have come as a premium at 
the movies when a movie ticket was 05c. Here on the 
frontier very few people tried to make a living as art¬ 
ists because there was no money for anything beyond 
survival. Certainly some people inherited things from 
families in Europe and there are always a few fami¬ 
lies who manage to make money and have nice things, 
whatever the circumstances, but most of our parents 
and Grandparents simply could not afford the things 
that make it to Antiques Roadshow. And if they did 
have a few nice things we didn't get them because of 
reason number four. 

They had such great big families. My Dad was one 
of nine children and his Mother died young leaving 
Grandpa with a houseful of very small children. Al¬ 
though Grandma came from a well established On¬ 
tario family and her daughter told me that there were 
nice things in the house, as far as I know, not one 
item that belonged to Grandma Johnston survives. 
My Mother came from a family of five and by the time 
her Mother died there were about 25 grandchildren 
and great grandchildren. By the time each child got 
something, nobody got much. My Mom and Dad had 
seven kids, Ralph’s Mother and Dad had six, and even 
though both sets of parents gave us lovely things that 
we cherish, none of the gifts are really, really old. 

I will continue to enjoy Antiques Roadshow but I’m 
not hopeful that they will evaluate anything I can 
relate to. They don't seem to be very interested in 
Rogers Golden Syrup Pails and Green Glass plates.

The rape of Canada’s freshwater

As citizens of a sovereign 
state in a civilized world, do you 
think we should control our 
most basic and precious re¬ 
source, our freshwater? Why, 
yes, of course. Do you think we 
actually do? Yes, certainly. 
Wrong, wrong, wrong, 

The actual giveaway began 
with the North American Free 
Trade Agreement. However vari¬ 
ous plans and studies began 
years ago. In the mid 1950's the 
American Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers studied and mapped every 
source of freshwater on the 
North American continent; 
lakes, rivers, creeks and 
wetlands. Later in the mid 60's 
the Water Resources Branch of 
Alberta's Dept, of Agriculture 
put forth the Prairie Rivers Im¬ 
provement and Management 
Evaluation, known as the 
PRIME Plan. 

The strategy of the PRIME 
Plan was to divert Northern 
Alberta's abundant river waters 
the Peace and Athabasca - 
through various river basins 
towards the southern part of the 
province where it was thought 
a need would exist. As a matter 
of fact a need now does exist and 
will intensify - the U.S.A. The 
PRIME Plan was shelved due to 
the tremendous expense (not en¬ 
vironmental impact) of the ca¬ 
nals, tunnels and dams. Pres¬ 
ently the elements of this plan 
are being looked at again. The 
Oldman River Dam (Three Riv¬ 
ers) was part of this scheme. 

Let us review some specific 
terms of the North American 
Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA). Chapter 3 establishes 
obligations pertaining to the 
trade in goods. Included in the 
definition of a "good" is "ordinary 
natural water of all kinds" - 
other than seawater. Chapter 12

sets out regulations to govern 
trade in water services. Chap¬ 
ter 11 covers investor rights in 
water goods and services, Un¬ 
der NAFTA therefore, water is 
a commercial good, a service and 
an investment. 

Under "National Treatment" 
no country can discriminate in 
favor of its own private sector 
concerning the commercial use 
of its water resource. So, if a 
Canadian company obtained a 
right to export Canadian water, 
American companies could take 
as much Canadian water as 
they wished. Articles 309 and 
315 say, in effect, that once you 
have started a water export, you 
cannot unilaterally reduce or 
stop the flow for any reason. 

This is not a pretty picture, 
particularly since our chief fed¬ 
eral negotiator, Pat Carney 
(now Senator), when the Agree¬ 
ment was signed said, when 
questioned, she was "pretty sure" 
water was excluded. Later she 
admitted she had been mistaken. 
If the chief negotiator can be 
"mistaken" on what surely was 
the most important "good" dealt 
with in the Agreement, one 
must wonder what the real 
agenda was. 

To further glide along the 
slippery road of water give away, 


another Agreement called the 
Free Trade Area of the Ameri¬ 
cas (FTAA) is under negotiation. 
It will bind the 34 nations of the 
Americas (all except Cuba) in an 
agreement patterned on but go¬ 
ing far beyond NAFTA. As 
Maude Barlow, Chairperson of 
the Council of Canadians and 
Chairperson of the IFG Commit¬ 
tee on the Globalization of Wa¬ 
ter explains "The FTAA would 
give unequalled new rights to 
the transnational corporations 
of the hemisphere to compete for 
and even challenge every pub¬ 
licly funded service of its govern¬ 
ments including water and en¬ 
vironmental protection." 

The World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion (WTO), created in 1995 and 
now with 134 members includ¬ 
ing Canada, works toward elimi¬ 
nating all tariff and non - tariff 
barriers to promote movement 
of goods and services across 
national borders. Tough envi¬ 
ronmental laws can be disputed 
by the WTO members as being 
non - tariff barriers to trade and 
once a WTO dispute panel issues 
a ruling, worldwide conformity 
is required. WTO’s authority 
includes water. 

If these revelations shock 
you, that is good. If they make 
you angry at our politician's gen¬ 
erosity with our heritage, the 
very resources that give mean¬ 
ing to being "Canadian", then let 
us quit giving cart blanche 
(without accountability) to our 
political decisionmakers. 

People Power is based on 
numbers. If sufficient people care 
enough to become informed, or¬ 
ganize around issues they feel 
are important, and speak out in 
a loud voice both at and between 
elections, we can regain our Ca¬ 
nadian sovereignty. We have 
done it before.

QUESTION: My 13-year-old son is at the full bloom of 
adolescence. I’m suspicious that he may be masturbating 
when he’s alone, but I don’t quite know how to approach 
him about it. Should I be concerned, and if so, what should 
I say to him? 

I)R. DOBSON: I don't think you should invade that 
private world at all unless there are unique circumstances 
that lead you to do so. I offer that advice while acknowl¬ 
edging that masturbation is a highly controversial subject 
and parents differ widely in their perspectives on it. I will 
answer your question, but I hope you understand that bet¬ 
ter men and women than I will differ radically and emo¬ 
tionally with what I will say. 

First, let’s consider masturbation from a medical per¬ 
spective. We can say without fear of contradiction that there 
is no scientific evidence to indicate that this act is harmful 
to the body. Despite terrifying warnings given to young 
people historically, it does not cause blindness, weakness, 
mental retardation or any other physical problem. If it did, 
the entire male population and about half of females would 
be blind, weak, simple-minded and sick. Between 95 per¬ 
cent to 98 percent of all boys engage in this practice — and 
the rest have been known to lie. It is as close to universal 
behavior as is likely to occur. A lesser but still significant 
percentage of girls also engage in what was once called 
“self-gratification.” 

As for the emotional consequences of masturbation, only 
three circumstances should give us cause for concern. The 
first is when it is associated with oppressive guilt from 
which the individual can’t escape. That guilt has the po¬ 
tential to do considerable psychological and spiritual dam¬ 
age. A boy may promise a thousand times with great sin¬ 
cerity never again to commit this despicable act. Then a 
week or two passes, or perhaps several months. Eventu¬ 
ally, the hormonal pressures accumulate until nearly every 
waking moment reverberates with sexual desire. Finally, 
in a moment (and I do mean “a moment”) of weakness, it 
happens again. I am convinced that some teenagers have 
thrown over their faith because of their inability to please 
God on this point of masturbation. The second circumstance 
in which masturbation might have harmful implications is 
when it becomes extremely obsessive. That is more likely 
to occur when it has been understood by the individual to 
be “forbidden fruit.” 

I believe the best way to prevent that kind of obsessive 
response is for adults not to emphasize or condemn it. Re¬ 
gardless of what you do, you will not stop the practice of 
masturbation in your teenagers. That is a certainty. You’ll 
just drive it underground — or under covers. Nothing 
works as a “cure.” Cold showers, lots of exercise, many 
activities and awesome threats are ineffective. Attempting 
to suppress this act is one campaign that is destined to fail 
— so why wage it? 

The third situation around which we should be con¬ 
cerned is when the young person becomes addicted to por¬ 
nographic material. The kind of obscenity available to teen¬ 
agers today has the capacity to grab and hold a boy — it's 
usually a boy — for the rest of his life. Parents will want 
to intervene if there is evidence that their son or daughter 
is heading down that well-worn path. 

The fourth concern about masturbation refers not to 
adolescents but to us as adults. This habit has the capac¬ 
ity to follow us into marriage and become a substitution 
for healthy sexual interaction between a husband and wife. 
The implications of that for a meaningful sex life are obvi¬ 
ous. 

So what should parents say to their kids about this sub¬ 
ject? 

My advice is to say nothing after puberty has occurred. 
You will only cause embarrassment and discomfort. For 
those who are younger, it would be wise to include the 
subject of masturbation in the “preparing for adolescence” 
conversation I have recommended on other occasions. Dis¬ 
cuss the subject openly and confidently before it has be¬ 
come an issue in the child’s personal experience. Those 
are my views, for what they are worth. 

I know my recommendations will be inflammatory to 
some people. 

If you are one of them, please forgive me.
